And becauſe he was a man of 
lictle ſtature, yet handſome enough, the French not knowing what this word Chap- 
pelet, might Mean, cſiccnuog he thould be called rather ( in their tongue ). Chappe/3 
- imagined, that in regard of his ſmall ature, chey termed him Chappelet, and not 
Chappel, and 0 by the name of Chappelct he was every where known, and by few 
or none acknowledged for Chappel. : Ct 

This Maſter Chapprler, was of {o good and commendable life 3 that, being a No- f 
tary, he held it.in high diſdain, that avy of his Contracts (although he. made but - 
few ) {hould be found without falthood. He took the only pleaſure of the World, 
to bear falſe witneſs, if he were thereto entreated, and ( oftentimes ) when he was 
not requeſttd at all, Likewiſe becauſe in thoſe times, great truſt and belick was gi- 
ven fo an Oath, he made no care or conſcience to be Perjured : Greatly advan-

get himfclf by Law Suits, in regard that many Martcers relied wpon his Oath, and 


_ ddivering the truth according to his knowledg, _ FE 
He delighted ( beyond. meaſure.) and addicted his beſt ſtadies, to cauſe Enmi- 
rics and Scandal bectwixt Kindred and Friends, or any other Perſons, agreeing well 
together : and the more wilchict he could procure in this kind, ſa much the more 
pleaſure and delight took he therein, It he were called to kill any one, or to do any 
other villanougdeed, he never would: moke denial, but gO to. it very willingly 3 ard 
divers times it was well known, that many were cruelly beatenz yea, flain by his 
hands: He was a moſt horrible blaſphemer of God and his Saints, upon the very 
leaſt occahion,, as being more additcd to Choller.than any other man could be. :Ne- 
ver would he frequent the Church, but baſcly contemned jt, with the Sacraments 
and Religious Rites therein Adminifired, accounting thera for vile and unprofita- 
ble things : but very voluntarily would viſit Taverns; and other places of diſhoncit 
reſort, which were continually pleaſing unto him, to (atisbe his Luſtand inordinate 
Pleaſure, He would {ical both in publick and private, even with ſuch a Conſcience, 
as if it were given to him by Nature ſo todo. He was a great Glutton and a Drun- 
kard, even till he was not able to take any moxe bcing alſo a continual Gamelter, 
and carrier of falſe Dice, to cheat with 4 edb very beſt Friends he had. Z5 
' In time, There never wasa worle man born; and yet his wickedneſs was for long 
time ſupported, . by the favour, power, and authority of Monſieur Maſciatte, for 
whoſe fake many Wrongs and Ipjurics were. patiently. enduzed, as well by private 
Perfons C whom he would abuſe notoriouſly ) as others of the Court, between 
wagm he made no difference at all in his vile dealing. This Maſter Chappeler, be- 
ing thus remembred by Mzſciatto ( who very well knew: his Lite and Behaviqus-). 
he-perfetly perſuaded himiclf, that this was a man apt.in all xeſpects, to meet with 
che treachery of the Burgundians : whereupon, having ſent for tum, thus he began.

©Onthe other ſide, we are to conſider alſo, that he hath been ſobad a man, as he will 
not now make any confeſhon thereof, neither receive the bleſſed Sacrament of the 
Church 3 and dying ſo without confeſſion, there is no Church that will accept his 
body Fbutit muſt be buricd in prophane ground, like a Dog: And yet if he would 
confeſs himfelf;, his fins are fomany and monſtrous, as the iſ: caſe allo may happen, 
becauſe there is not any Prieſt or Religious Perſon, that can or will abſolye htm. And 
being not abſolved; he muſt be cattmato ſome ditch or pit 3 and then the people of the 
Town, as well in regard of the Trade wedrive here, ( whichto them is ſo lietle pleafi ng,

exceedingly diſpleaſed ) and all _ ſaid, Now 1n good ſadneſs Sir, Ma. 
dam L ts hath done well, in ating her juſt revenge upon the Hawk , that 
bereft her of his Husbands kind company ; than which , nothing 1s more pre- 
cious to a'loving Wife , and a Hell it is to hve without ut. And Lz4:2 being 
fuddenly withdrawn into her Chamber; with much other friendly and fanul:- 
ar talk, they converted the anger of Niceftratus into murth and ſmiling. 
Pyrrhus, who had diligently obſerved the whole carriage of this buſineſs, (21d 
to himſelf, My Lady hath _ well, and proceeding on with no worſe ſucceſs, 
will (no Joubr bring her love to an happy concluthon. As for the Lady her 
ſelf, ſhe having thus killed the Hawk, it was no long whule after, bur being in 
the Chamber with her Husband, and they converſing familiarly together : ſhe 
an to jeſt with him, and he inthe hike manner with her, ackling and toyin 
the other, till ac the length ſhe played with his Beard, and now ſhe Rnd 
occaſion aptly ſerving, to efte& the ſecond task impoſed by Pyrrhas. So, taking 
faſt hold on a ſmall caft of his Beard, ſhe gave a ſudden ſnatch, and plucked « 
away quite from his chin: Whereat Nicoſtratus being angerly moved, ſhe (to 
ale his diftaſte) pleaſantly thus ſpake, Hew now, my Lord?

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pity'provoked him to commilerate the Ladies diftreſſed condition : but clemency 
deing over- weak to withſtanu his rigour, thus he replyed. - Madam Flelena, if 
mine entreaties(whic h,to Ipeak truly,l never knew how to ſteep in tears,nor wrap 
up my tears ia Sugar-candy,{o cunningly as you women know how todo) could 
have prevailed, that miſerable night when I was well-neer frozen to death with 
cold, and meerly buried with ſaow in your Court, not having any place of reſ- 
cue or thelterz your complaints would now the more calily over-rule me. But 
if your honour in eſtimation, be now more precious to you than heretofore, and 
it ſeemeth to offenlive to ſtand there naked ;, conyert your perſwaſions-and prayers

And therctorc, 
it you know. your lelf, not to be of a conſtant courage, and fprightly bold, to 
undertake ſuch an adventure as this : neyer prelume any further, becauſe you 
may do us. a grear deal of injury, Without any gain or benefit to your lelt, 
but rather fuch wrong, as we would be yery lorry ſhould happen unto ſo dear 
a friend... | 

Alais honeſt Bxffalmaco, anſwered the Phyſician, thou art not balf acquainted 
With meas yet : becauſe I walk with Gloves upon my hands, and in a lony 
Gown, thou perhaps doeſt imagine me a faint hearted 'fellow. If thoa did!t 
know, what 1 have heretofore done at Bologna 1n the night-time, when I and 
my Contforts. went to viſit pretty wenches, thou wouldeſt wonder at my coura- 
glous attempts.

He having his Living adjoyning to a common Rode-way, 
whereby Men trayelled from the Eaft to the Welt ( as they did the like from 
the Welt unto the Eaſt, as haying no other Paſlage ) and being of a bountitul 
and chearful diſpoſition, which he was willing to make known by Experience : 
he ſurnmoned rogether many Maſter Mafons and Carpenters, and there cre&tcd 
C18 a ſhorr rime ) one of the grear-lt and goodlicit, and moſt beautiful Houſes 
(in manner of a Princes Palace ) that ever was {cen in all thoſe quarters. 

| With Moveablcs and all kind of Furniſhmenr, befitting a Houle ot-tweh our- 
ward appearance, he cauſed it ro be plentitully ſtored, only to recely6,'enter- 
rain, and honour all Gentlemen, or other Travellers whatfoeyer, as had occa- 
fion to pals that way ; being not unprovided allo of ſuch a number of Servants, 
as mighe continually give attendance on all comers and goers. Two and fifty 
ſeveral Gates, ſtanding alway widc open ; and aver cach of them in great golden 
CharaQters was Written Welcome, 1/lcome, and gave tree admiftion to all comers 
whatſoever. In this honourable Order ( obſerved as his eſtated cuſtom he 
perſevered {o long while, as not only rhe Eaft parts, but alſo thoſe in the Weſt 
were every where acquainted with his Fame and Renown. Being already well 
keptinto years, but yer not weary” ot [is great Charge and Liberality - it fortun- 
cd, tharthe rumor of his Noble Hoſpitality, came to the tar of another gallant 
Gentleman, ramed Mithridanes, living in a Countrey not far oft tram the other. 

The Gentleman, knowing himſelt no lets wealthy than Nathan, and envi- 

ouſly repining at his Virtue and Libcraliry, determined in his mind, to dim and 
obſcure-the others bright fplendor, by making himlelf far more famous. And 
having builr a Palace an{werab!c to thar of Nathan's, with like winding of Gates, 
and Welcome xe” Inſcriptions z he began ro extend immeaſurable courrcle to all 
uch as were diſpoſed ro vidze him : {o that ( in a ſhort while ) he grew very fa- 
movs in infinite places. 7 
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It chanced on a day, as Mithridanes ſat all alone within the goodly Court  þ,, 
Palace, a woman entred ar one of the Gates, craving an Alms of pjy 
which þ-#, war and returned 1n again at a ſecond Gate, coming allo ro him; 
and had a ſecond Alms ; continuing fo {till a dozen times; bur mn the chirccey;) 
returning, Mithridanes {aid to her : Good woman, you go and come very Often, 
and {till you areſerved with Alms. When the Old woman heard thele worg,) 
ſhe {aid. © O the liberaliry of Nathan ! how honourable and wondertul i; tha; ; 
{ haye paſt through ewo and thirty Gates of his Palace, ever (uch as are here, 
2nd at every one | received an Alms, without any knowledge taken of me, 
cither by him, or any of his followers ; and here 7 have paſt bu through rhir. 
tcen Gates, and am there both acknowledged and taken. Farewcl ro this houle, 
for I never mean to vifit it avy more ; with which words the departed thence, 
and never after came thither again. 

When Mithridanes had a while pondred on her ſpeeches, he waxed much i; 
contented, as taking the words of the Old woman, ro extoll the Renown; gf 
Nathan, and darken and cclipſe his Glory,whereupon he {aidro himſelf, Wreich. 
ed man as I am, when ſhall I attain to the height of Liberality, and pertorm 
ſach wonders, as Nathan doth ? In ſeeking'to furmount hin), F cannor come 
near him in the very meaveſt. Ulndoubtedly,T ſpend all my endeavour but tn 
vain,cxcept I rid the world of him,which (fecing his Age will not make an eng 
of him) 1 muſtneeds do with mine own hands..1n which bloody determination 
C withour reycaling his intent ro any one ) he mounting on horte-back, with 
tew attendants in his. Company, and after three days journey, arrived where 
Nathan dwelt. He Ye order to his men,to make no ſhew of being his Seryant:, 
or any Way to acknowledge him : bur to provide themlelyes of conyenicnr 
lodgings,untill rhey heard other ridings from him. 

Abour Evening, and ( in this manner ) alone by himſelf, near to the Palace 
of Nathan, he met hit folitarily walking, not in pompous apparel, whereby to be 
diſtiogwiſhed from a meaner man : and, becauſe he knew him nor, neither had 
heard any relation of his deſcription; he demanded. of him, if he knew where 
Nathan then was > Nathaz With a cheartul countenance, thus replyed. Fair Sir, 
there is no man in theſe parts that knoweth better how to ſhew you Nathan then 
1doz and therefore it you be ſo pleaſed, Iwill bring you to him. Mzithridars 
faid, therein he ſhould do him a great kindneſs: albeit ( if it were potlible ) he 
would be neither known or {cen of Nathan. And that ( quoth he) can I alſo do 
ſufficiently for you,ſeeing it is your will ro have itſo,it you will go along with me. 

Diſmounting from his horte, he walked on with Natban, diverſly difcourling, 
untill they came unto the Palace,where one of the Servants taking Mihridanes his 
Horle, Nathan rounded the fellow in the Ear, that he ſhould give warning to all 
in the Houle, for revealing to the Gentleman that he was Nathan , as accordingly 
1t was performed. No ſooner were they within the Palace, but he conducted 


 Mibridanes into a goodly Chamber, where none ( as yet ) had ſeen him, but luch 


as were appointed to attend on him reverently; yea, and he did him(clt greatly 
honour him as being loth to leave his Company. - 

While thus Mithridanes converſed with him, he deſired to know ( albeit he re- 
ipected him much for his years ) what he was. Introth Sir, anſwered Nathan, 
am one of the meaneſt ſeryants to Nathanand from my child-hood, have madc 
my felt chus Old in his ſervice : yer never hath he beſtowed any other advance- 
ment on me, thenas you ſee ; in which reſj howſoever other men may com- 
mend-him, yet T have no realon at all rodo it, Theſe words, gave ſome hope 
to Mithridanesthat with a little more Counſel,he might ſecurely put in execution 
his wicked determination. Nathan, likewiſe demanded of him C bur in very 
humble, manner ) of whence and whar he was, as allo the buſineſs inviting bum 


. thither : offering him hisurmoſt Aid and Counlel,in whatſoever conſiſted in bis 


power. 


Mitbridazes (at an indifferent while meditating with his thoughts beforc le 


, would return any anſwer : bur at the laſt, concluding to repoſe confidence in 


him (in regard of his pretended diſcontentment)) with many circumſtantial per- 

iwaſtons,firit for fidelity,next for corſtancy,and laſtly for counſel and afliftance, 

he declared to him truly what he was, the cauſe of his coming thither, and rhe 

realon urging him thereto. Nathan hearing theſe words, and the deteſtable de- 

liberationof Mzhridenaes, became quite changed in himſelf : yer wiſely making 1 7

io my Soul, wherein I can berter give thee Counſel, than any eſpecial heip or 


furtherance : and the courie which { would have thee to obſerve, followeth thus 
in few words. This window which we now look forth at, ſhewerh thee 2a {mall 
Wood or thicket of I recs, being little more than a quarter of a Mile diſtant hence; 
whereto Nathan uſually waiketh cycry morning, and there continueth time long 
enough : there mayelt rhvu very eatily meer him, and do whatloever thou in.

Dilmounting irom his horle, he had reſolved ( betore he would kill 
him ) not only to ſec, bur alſo ro hear him ſpeak : fo ſtepping roughly to him, 
and taking hold of the Bunner of his head, his face being rhen turned from him, 
he faid : Old Man thou mutt die. Whereunto Nathan made no other Anſwer bur

ſelt ro be che Wife of Titzs, and nor of Gifppws, as they luppoled. Theſe News 
were highly diſpleaſing to the Father of Sphronia, who with her Kindred, as 
alſo thoſe of Gifippes, made great Complaints to the Senate, yery dangerous 
Troubles and Commotions ariſing daily between them, drawing both Giſppus 
and Sepbronia into harſh Reports ; he being generally reputed nor only Kos a 
of all bitter Reproof, bur allo the ſevereſt Puniſhment. Neverthelets he main- 
tained publickly what he had done, avouching it for an at both of honour and 
honeſty, wherewith Sophronia's Friends had no reaſon to be offended, but rather 
to take it. in very thankful part, having married a Man of far greater Worth 
and Reſpet, than himſelf was or could be. 

"On the other fide, Titus hearing theſe uncivil Acclamarions, became much 
moved and provoked at them ; but knowing it wasa Cuſtom oblcrv'd among the 
Greeks, to be ſo much the more hurried away with rumours and rhreatnings, 
as leſs they find them to be Anſwered, and when they find them, ſhew them- 
ſelves nor humble cnough, but rather as baſe Men, and of no Courage ; he 
reſolved with himſelf, that their Braverics were no longer to be endured, 
withour ſorne bold aud manly Anſwer. And having a Roman heart, as alſo 
an Athenian underſtanding, by politick perſwaſions, he cauſed the Kindred of 
Gifippus and Sopbronia, to be aſſembled in a Temple, and himſc]t coming thither 
accompanied with none but Gifpprs only, he began to deliver his mind be- 
fore them all, in this manner following.

free will and noble diſpoſition he gave ber to. be my Wife, whom ( by your eleftion ) wa; 
made his ; wherein T account him moſt highly praiſe-worthy : and the reaſon; jp. 
ducing me therennto, are theſe. The fir(t, becauſe he hath per formed no more than what 
a friend ought to do: and the ſecond, in regard he hath dealt more wiſely than jou 1, 
I have ns intention to difplay ( at this preſent )) what the ſecret law of Amity requ reth, to be 
ated by one friend towards another, it ſhall ſuffice me only to inform you, that the league 
of friendſhip ( far flronger than the bind of bloud an1 kindred I confirmed Ws in our election 
of either at the firſt, to be True, Loyal, and perpetual Friends; whereas that of kindred, 
cometh only by fortune or chance.

But let jus come now to our ſecond reaſon, . wherein, with far greater inflance I will ſhew 
you, that be hath ( in this occaſion. ) ſhewn bimſelf to be much more wiſe, than you did, or 
have done : betauſe it plainly appeareth, that yoa have no feeling of the Divine providence, 
and much leſs knowledge in the effetts of friendſhip.

Tor judgment bath beſtowed her on a rich young man : Gilippus hath given 
ber to one far richer. Tour wiſdom gave ber to one who. mt only Joved her not, but alſo one 
that defired not to know her : Gilippus gave her unto bim, who above all felicity elſe, yea, 
more than bis own life, both entirely loved and defired her, 


Now, for proiff of that which T have ſaid, to be molt true and infallible, and that bis 
aced deſerveth to. be nmch more commended than yours, let it be duly conſidered on, point by 
print. That I am & young.man and a Philoſopher, as Gilippus is my years, face, and 
ſtudies, without ſteking after fierther prosf,, doth ſufficiently teſtifie : One ſelf ſame Age is 
both bis and mine, in like quantity of courſe have we lived, and findied together. Tru: it 
#, that be is an Athenian, and T am a Roman.” But if. the-Glory of theſe two Cities 
ſhould be diſpnmed on : then let me tell you, that I am of a Cay that is frank, and free, 
and be is of @ Tributary City. I ſay, that I am of a City which is the Chief Lady and 
M ſtreſs of the whole worl4, and be is of a City ſubjett to mine, IT ſay, that 1 am of 9

mony, or publication thereof by the Tongne ; ſo that meer neceſſity and conſtraint, hath forced 
the Parents to 11eld conſent : which hath not ſo batned to Sophronia, for ſhe was given to 
me by Gilippus di creetly, hotly, and orderly.

Theſe complaints are fooliſh, and Womaniſh, proceeding from very little or no conſ:acration 
a all. theſe days of ours, Fortune makes no uſe of Novel or inconſiderate means, where- 
by to bring matters to their- determined eff-:&. Why ſhould it offend me, if a Cobler, rather 
than a Scholgs, hath endcd a bifine{s of mine, either in private or in publick, if the end 
be well made ? Well, 1 may tabe order, if the Cobler be indiſcreet , that he med4le no more 
with. any matters of mine, jt 1 caught ,in comnrteſie, to thank, him for that which he 


did. 

In like. manner, if Giſippus hath marryed Sophronia well, it is fooliſh and ſuper- 
Flnaxs, to. find fault with the manner he uſed in ber marriage. If you miſlike his comrſe in 
the caſe, beware of him hcreafter, yet thank him becauſe it is no worſe. 


Nevertheleſs, you are to underſtand, that T ſought not by fraud or deceit, ( but only by 
wit _) an opportunity, whereby any way to ſully the honeſty and clear Nobility of your Blood, 
m the. perſon. of Sophronia : for although in ſecret I male ber my Wife, yet I came not 4s 
@n Enemy, to take ber perforce, nor ( like a Raviſper _) wronged ber Virginity, to blemiſh 
yaar Noble titles, or deſpifing your alliance. Bat fervently enflamed by ber bright beauty, 
end inchted alſo by ber uuparalleÞ d vertues, 1 ſhaped my cowrſe z knowing well enough, that

thither with me, I was the more willing to Acquaint you therewith, ar alſo what elſe ] 
have ſaid, which otherwiſe had been concealed from you. Nor can you but take it in good 
part, if you be wiſe, and reft well contented with what is done : conſidering if T had any 
intention either to deceive, or otherwiſe wrong you z 1 could bave baſely left ber, an1 mat: a 
ſcorn both of her and you, yon not having any power to ftlay me here. But the Gods will 
never permit that ary courteous Roman ſhowld ever conceive ſo vile and degenerate a 
thought. | | 


Sophronia, by ordination of the Gods, by force of Humane Laws, and by the laual!: 
Conſe of my Friend Gilippus, 4s alſo the powerful command of Love, is mine. But you 
perchance imagining your ſelves to he wiſer than the Gods, or any other men whatſoever ; 
may think itl of it, an4 more bruitiſhly than Beaſts; condemn their working in two kinds, 
which would: be offenſive to me. The one is , the detaining of Sophronia from me, of whom 
you bave no power but what pleaſeth me. The other is your bitter Threatnings againjt 
Giltppus, my dear Friend, to whom you are in duty obliged. In both which Caſes, hw 
unreaſonable foever you carry your ſelves, I intend net at this time to preſs any further. 
But rather let me Counſel you like a Friend, to ceaſe your hatred and diſdain, and ſuffer 

- Sophronia to be delivered me, that I may depart contentedly from you as a Kinſman, an1 
( bring abſent ) remain your Friend : aſſuring you, that whether what # done ſhall pleaſe | 
or elſe diſpleaſe you, if you purpoſe to proceed any otherwiſe ; T will take Giltppus along with 
me, and when 1 come to Rome, take ſuch ſiere Order to fetch ber hence, who in juſtice is 
mine, even in meer deſpight of you all; and then \'you ſhall feel by ſound Experience, how 
powerful is the juſt indignation of the wronged Romans. 


"When T#u had thus concluded his Oration, he roſe up with a ſtern and dil- 
contented countenance, and took Gifppme by the hand, plainly declaring that 
he made ſmall account of all the reſt thar were in the Temple z and ſhaking his 
head ar them, rather menaced than any otherwiſe ſeemed to'care, or ſtand in

TE c Commander, and a Sevator: he enquired tor the place where he 
dwelt, and going to be near about his Houle , ſtayed there fo long, 'cill 
 Titws came home, yer 'not daring to manifeſt himſelf , or ſpeak a word 
to him, in regard of his poor and milcrable eſtate , bur ſtrove to have 
him - {ce him, to the end, that he might acknowledge and call him by his 
name; - notwithſtanding , 'Ti#s paſſed by him withour cither ſpeech or 
looking on him. Which when Gyippus perceived, and making full ac- 
count, that ( at the leaſt) he would remember him, in regard of former 
courteſies done to him ; confounded with gricf, and deſperate thoughts 
he departed thence, never meaning to {ee him any more. 

Now, in regard it'was night, he baving caten nothing all that day, nor pre- 
| vided of one penny to buy him any Food, wandred he knew not whither, 
deſiring rather to dic than live; he came art laſt to an old ruinous part of the 
City , over-ſpread with Bricrs and Buſhes, and ſeldom relorted unto by any; 
where finding a hollow Cave or Vaulr, heentred into ir, meaning there to 
wear away the comfortlcis nighr, and laying him down on the hard ground, 
almoſt ſtark - naked, and without any warm Garments, over-wearicd with 
weeping, at laſt he fell intoa {lecp. 

It fortuncd, that rwo Men, who had been abroad the fame night, 
committing Thefrs and Robbcrics together, ſomewhat very carly in the mor- 
ning came to the ſame Cave, intending there to ſhare and diyide their 
Booties , and differences happening berween them about ic, he that was 
the ſtronger perſon flew there the other , and then went away with the 


whole purchaſlc. 


Gifipus having heard and ſeen the manner of this accident, was not a little 
Joyful, becauſe he had now tound a way to Death, without laying any violent 
d on himſelf; for Life bcing very loathlom to him, it was his only defire 

to dye... Wherefore he would not budge from the place, but rarried there fo 
long, *till the Sergeants and Officers ot Juſtice (by the'intormarion of him 
that did the deed ) came thicher well attended , and furiouſly led Giſippus 
thence to Priſon. Being cxamined concerning this bloody fact, he plainly 
confeſſed, that hc himſelt had commirted the murther, and afterward would 
-not depart from the Cave, but purpoſely ſtayed for apprehenſion, as being 
truly touch'd with compunRion for fo foul an oftence : Upon which perem- 
ptory confeſſion , Marcus Varro, being then Prator, gave ſentence, Thar, he 
ſhould be crucified on a Crols, as ir was the uſual manner of death in thoſe 
to come at the ſatne time into the Pretorinm, adyiledly

beholding the face 7 the condemn'd Man ( as he fate upon the Bench) knew 


him to be Gifppus, not a little wondring at this ſtrange. Accident, the poverty 
of his Eſtate, and what occaſion ſhould bring him chither, eſpecially in the 
queſtioning for his Life, and before the Tribunal of Juſtice. | 
His Soul earneſtly thirſting by all poſſible mcans to help and detend him, 
and-.no other courſe could now be taken for ſafery of his lite, bur by accuſin 
himfelt, to excuſe and clear the other of the Crime: He ſtepp'd from 0 
the Judgment Bench , and -crouding through the throng to the Bar, called 
out to the Prator in this manner. Marcus Vargo ,, recall thy Sentence given 
on the condemned Man ſent away , becauſe he is-truly guikieſs and innocent. 
With one bloody blow have I offended the Gods, by killing that wretched 
whom the Sergeants found this morning {lain z Wherefore , noble 
Prztor . let no innocent Man's blood be ſhed for ir, but only mine, thar 


have. ofkended: 


Marcus Varro ſtood like a Man confounded with admiration, being very 


ſorry for that which the whole Afliſtants had both ſeen and heard, and 
yer he could not ( with honovr) deſiſt from what muſt needs be done, 
but would perform the Law's ſevere injunRtion- And ſending for con- 
demned Gifppus back again , in the preſence of Titzs , thus he ſpake to

Giſippus lifting up his Eyes , and perceiying It Was Titus , conceived im. 
mediately., that he had done this only tor -Iis deliverance , as one thy; 
remembred him ſufficiently, and weuld not be ungrarefui tor forme; 
kindnefles- received. Wherefore- the Tears flowing avundantiy down þ: 
Checks, he faid' ro. Judge Varro,. It was none but 1 that murdered th; 
Man ; wherefore I commilerare the calc of this noble Gentleman 7izs, why 
ſpeaks now too Jate for the fatety of my Life. Titus on the other fide 
{aid, Noble P:xror, this Man (as thou iceſt ) is a firanger here, and waz 
found without any Weapon , faſt aſleep by the dead Body ; thou mayei; 
then eaſily perceive, that meerly the miſcrable condition - wherein he is 
hath made him deſperate, and he would make mine oftence the occaſion of 
his death. Abſolve him, and ſend me-to the Croſs, tor none bur I only haye 
deſeryed to dye for this notorious fact. . "_n 


Varro Was amazed , to obſerve with what earneſt inftance cach of them 
ſtrove ro excule the other , which halt periwaded him in his Soul , thac 
they were both guiltleſs. And as he was ſtarting up with full intent to 
acquit them, a young man , who had flood there all this while, and ob- 
ſerved the hard pleading on either fide, he crouded in to the Bar, being 
named Publius Ambafias, a fellow of lewd lite, and- utterly out, of hopes, 
as being debauched in all his Fortunes, and known amongſt the Romans 
to be a notorious Thief , who verily had committed the Murder. Well 
knew his Conſcience, that none of them were guilty of the Crime where- 
with each ſo willully charg'd himſelf, being therctore truly rouch'd with 
Remorſe, he ſtep'd\beftore Marcus Varro, faying , 


Honourable Prator; mine own horrid, and abominable Attions have indn- 
ced me thus to intrude my ſelf, for clearing the ſtrict contention berween theſe 
two perſons. And queſtionleis, ſome God or greater Power hath tormented 
my wretched Soul, and fo compunQually ſolicited me, as I cannot chuſe bur 
make open confeſſion of my Sin, Here therefore I do apparently publiſh, 
That neither of theſe Men 1s guilty of the Offence , wherewirh ſo wilfully 
each chargeth himſelf. I am the Villain who 'this morning murdered tlc 
Man in the Cave, one of no greater honeſty than my {elf ; and ſeeing this 
poor Man lye there fleeping, while we were dividing rhe ſtollen Booties be- 
eween us, I flew my Companion , becauſe I would be the fole poficſior. As 
for noble Lord Titus, he had no reaſon thus to accuſe himſelf, becauſe he is a 
Man of no {uch baſe quality: Let them both be delivered, and inflict the ſen- 
tence of Death on me, 


Oftavits Ceſar, to whom tidings were brought of this rare- Accident, com- 
manding them all three to-be brought before him, would needs underſtand 
the whole Hiſtory in every particular as all had hapned, which was {ubſtan- 
tially related to him; whereupon Ofavixs quitted them all three ; the two no- 
ble chivs x becauic they were innocent, and the third for openly revealing the 
very iruth. | | 

Ti rook home with him his friend Gifippws,and after he bad ſharp! y reprov'd 
him for his diſtruſtand cold credence of his friendſhip, he brought him to Sophro- 
ae, who welcomed him as lovingly,as if he had been her natural-born Brother, 
bemoaning his hard and diſaſtrous fortune, and taking eſpecial care,ro convert 
all paſſed Diſtrefles into a happy and a comfortable change, firting him with 
Gartnents and Attendants beſeeming his Degree in Nobility and Vertue.
